year. This year it lias $181,- 
G70 
in general revenue funds 
and 
Hearnes 
recommended 
$442,050. 
Missouri Western College at 
St. Joseph is not as far along 
in its establishment so the gov­ 
ernor recommended only $40,- 
000 in planning money, 
the 
same as this year. 
The University of Missouri, 
with its four campuses in Co­ 
lumbia, Rolla, Kansas Cit> and 
St. Louis would get $58,920,- 
503 
in general revnue money 
under the governor’s 
budget. 
That doesn’t count earnings, 
grants or other outside income 
which has been estimated to to­ 
tal more than $26 million 
The money is not earm arked 
and can be used at any of the 
campuses. 
Here are the governor's rec­ 
ommendations 
for the other 
schools and the approximate 
amount of the increase over this 
year: 
Lincoln University at Jeffer­ 
son City 
$1,972,232 
an in­ 
crease of about $150,000. 
Central College at Warrens- 
burg $7,721,115, Up alittleover 
$1 million. 
Northeast 
at Kirksville $3,- 
687,713, up $300,000. 
Northwest at Maryville $2,-

000. 
Southeast at Cape Girardeau

000. 
Southwest at Springfield $4,- 
963,515, up more than $1 mil­ 
lion. 
For the major correctional 
institutions the governor rec­ 
ommended amounts even great­ 
er than the requests. The basic 
reason is to recruit needed 
additional personnel.

The federal government keeps getting bigger 
but there is a limit beyond which prudent people 
do not wish to see it go. 
Those who protest about creeping socialism in 
the federal government don’t go all the way and 
suggest that the post office be converted to pri­ 
vate owner ship. 
So even among conservatives there is a place 
for some socialism in government. 
The presence of Gov. Warren E. Hearnes, a 
commuter from Charleston, in our community 
last Thursday night recalled his recent criticism 
of the big centralized federal government and its 
dictatorial policies. 
Hearnes wants the states 
to keep 
a voice in their own affairs even if it 
runs afoul of President Lyndon B. Johnson’s 
Great Society. 
Some federal aid to schools, public libraries, 
and states may be desirable even though it is a 
poor and weak substitute for local self de­ 
termination and local tax support of such com­ 
munity enterprises. 
The degree to which concern is arising to the 
constantly enlarging role of the federal govern­ 
ment is manifest by a protest of its encroach­ 
ment in, of all places, the nation’s largest 
corporations. 
Look who is protesting! 
It is John Kenneth Galbraith, the Harvard 
economist who has never been identified with 
Barry Goldwater, John Birch or other torch 
bearers of conservative thought. 
Galbraith is concerned because some of the 
nation's largest corporations are becoming so 
dependent on government orders and planning 
that they "will eventually become a part of the 
larger administrative complex within the state.” 
He * f.rns that in time the line between the two 
“will disappear.” 
This blending of public planning and private 
enterprise and almost complete dependence on 
government orders makes meaningless 
any 
effort to distinguish the two. 
The beginnings of this trend may be found in 
the pressure that the late President John 
F. 
Kennedy and President Johnson have put on 
steel, aluminum and other industries to main­ 
tain an administrative approved price line. 
This has been accomplished by crude threats 
of government interference with the price struc­ 
ture and sugar-coated appeals to patriotism. 
It has worked. 
)(§upk power could be damaging in the hands 
c&rftmntffiiwrupulou* politician not Concerned 
primarily with the public welfare. 
It's a good question whether an aircraft firm 
doing 95 per cent of its business with the govern­ 
ment is in the public or private sector. 
As one of the television commericals puts it: 
What do you think? 
"The instinct,'* Galbraith said, "which warns 
of dangers in this association of economic and 
public power is in my view quite sound.” 
He believes and so do many others that the 
officers of a firm doing all its business with 
the United States government are not likely 
in public to speak critically or even candidly 
of the government agency on which they de­ 
pend than is the head of a Soviet combine of 
the ministry to which he reports. 
There are many forms of this same type of 
intimidation preventing free and open speech 
within labor unions and other organizations but 
that is not the basic purpose of this editorial 
warning. 
There has been no suggestion that the public 
schools or the public libraries, which are 
relatively recent communicants at the federal 
trough, have been coerced or brow beaten into 
adopting conforming policies of the federal 
bureaucracy. 
Concern about keeping the channels of national 
thought running openly and unhampered by any 
party line grows in direct proportion to the 
increase in federal aid, a spigot that is open 
and gushing freely. 
It will be a sorry day in this country when 
the American people, the industrialists, the 
library users, the authors, artists, students 
and the teachers spout only a party line - any 
party line. 
Radio and television already is controlled by 
the government. 
Fortunately newspapers and magazines are not 
although they are vulnerable in other respects 
to various forms of external pressure and 
intimidation. 
Unions shut down national newspapers for weeks 
and months at a time and force others into 
extinction. 
Those who don’t think federal power is exerted 
against publications have never dealt with the 
National Labor Relations Board or other ty- 
ranical bureaucratic federal units. 
The political ambitions of national leaders 
of the caliber of the Kennedy family and Presi­ 
dent Johnson are becoming better understood 
along with the extremes to which they are 
willing to go to preserve» it and* se^ it»grow. 
It may be too much to hope that having the 
power to influence the content of textbooks in 
the public schools, such knife wielding and 
ambitious men would refrain from exercising 
it by slanting meanings here and there if they 
oould. 
What might happen if a close election was in 
prospect and such a sensitive leader on civil 
fight»!»» Pre v e n t Johnson was urged by Negro 


organizations to remove from public library 
shelves "Uncle Tom’s Cabin” or some of Mark 
Twain’s works? 
He’d certainly be tempted if the federal govern­ 
ment role in public libraries was large enough 
to comply at least until after the election. 
The possibilities of such tinkering with literary 
efforts are enormous and have been well il­ 
lustrated in modern tim es by developments in 
the Soviet Union and Nazi Germany. 
The arts aren’t spared either. 
The cancer 
spreads throughout a nation’s culture. 
Examine the efforts of Mrs. John F. Kennedy 
to make history conform to the Kennedy legend 
instead of fact in the forthcoming book "Death 
of a President.” 
Even national security can become a convenient 
excuse for action on many fronts other than 
the battle front because the country appears to 
be involved in continuous undeclared conflicts 
at all times when there is no hot war. 
These are dangerous tim es and growing more 
so with every passing day of increased power 
in the central government. 
It already is much later than many people think. 
Will free expression become just a memory?

Perhaps because credit is tighter and money 
isn’t quite so plentiful as it has been, more 
drivers throughout the country may have decided 
to drive defensively or better still to save both 
lives and money by not driving at all. 
They may be asking themselves that old World 
War II question: Is this trip really necessary? 
Whatever the reason it is good to see Am eri­ 
cans declaring a truce on the war on the high­ 
ways as well as in the conflict in Vietnam.

MEDIA, Pa. (AP) — For a 
guy who was just able to tell a 
penguin from a pigeon, I’ve 
been getting a liberal education 
about birds. Also squirrels. 
It's likely to prove an expen­ 
sive lesson, too - with me as 
the pigeon. And one extending 
into the foreseeable future. 
It all 
began as a family 
project. 
We had noticed a shortage of 
Japanese beetles and an abun­ 
dance of birds in our yard dur­ 
ing the summer, the birds must 
be eating the beetle grubs, we 
concluded, and decided to re­ 
ward them with a feeding sta. 
tion during the winter months. 
There also was the hope the bee­ 
tle-eating 
birds 
would stay 
around for another summer, of 
course. 
A quick inspection of availa­ 
ble bird feeders — and their 
cost — prompted a decision to 
build one. This came to $2.10in 
redwood and screws — plus 
about five hours of Dade* ’s 
time. It was installed on a fence 
post about four feet outside the 
kitchen window and filled with 
49 cents worth of wild birdseed. 
One day passed, and another, 
with nary a bird. Finally one 
brave 
little 
fellow 
circled 
around the feeder and landed on 
a nearby tree. A couple others 
joined him. But they flew away 
without eating. 
The next day was the big one. 
What a joyous moment it was 
when the wife, 
breathless, 
raced upstairs to report that a 
bird actually had landed on the 
feeder and was taking tenta­ 


tive pecks at the seed. 
We stood there, hand in hand, 
feeling like parents seeing their 
first baby together for the first 
time. 
And then the word got around 
to the feathered world — and to 
the squirrels in a neighbor’s big 
tree. 


Soon the bird feeder looked 
like the flight deck of a carrier, 
with birds taking off and land­ 
ing every minute. I bought five 
more pounds of seed, this batch 
with a few more big sunflower 
seeds that the big blue-colored 
birds with top knots—blue jays, 
we were sure—seemedtolike. 
That was another mistake. 
The blue . colored 
birds 
promptly began pushing aside 
the rest of the seed to get at 
the big seeds, knocking smaller 
seeds all over the ground and 
creating a mess. For some rea­ 
son other 
birds refused to 
eat much of the stuff on 
the 
ground, preferring that in the 
feeder. 


We 
bought 
another 
five 
pounds of seed. 
Then we discovered two squir­ 
rels 
sprawled 
across the 
feeder, their noses buried 
in 
seed. If chased away, they’d 
return as soon as we would 
leave. 
Our seed bill mounted daily. 
Maybe it would be well to for­ 
get the 
entire project? That’s 
not really fair, said the man 
selling the bird seed. The birds, 
conditioned to accepting the 
free food, will not bother to hunt 
food and may starve during the 
remaining cold months.

Washington Merry - Go - Round 


WASHINGTON - There was 
much more than meets the eye 
behind 
the flare-up between 
Francis Cardinal Spellman, the 
persuasive, powerful Catholic 
cleric of New York, and Pope 
Paul IV, whose pacific philoso­ 
phy is supposed to guide 
the 
Catholic church. 
There have been differences 
between Spellman and 
the 
Vatican before, dating back to 
Pope John, also differences be­ 
tween 
Spellman 
and

hierarchy in the United States. 
In November the conference of 
Catholic Bishops 
refused to 
take Spellman’s all - out war 
stand, and onl> last week, Rich­ 
ard Cardinal Cushing in Bos. 
ton made it clear that he stood

with the Pope in his 
efforts for peace, not 
with 
Cardinal Spellman 
who called 
for "total victory," in a war 
in which he 
said American 
troops are fighting as “ sol­ 
diers of Christ."

April, 1954, as the French faced 
certain defeat. Vice President 
Nixon at the April meeting of the 
American Society of newspaper 
editors told them, off the rec­ 
ord, that Eisenhower planned to 
send troops to Indo - China. A 
leak caused such critical public 
reaction 
that the move 
was 
abandoned. 
STEP NO. 2 
occurred later 
that year as the French pre­ 
pared to withdraw and 
the 
Geneva conference was called 
to save France’s 
face. Ngo 
Dinh Diem, described 
as a 
sort of “ Catholic Manadarin," 
had been 
at Maryknoll, the 
Catholic Seminary outside New 
York, and was sent by Cardinal 
Spellman to see Sen. John F. 
Kennedy in Washington. 
Sen. Kennedy then made 
a 
speech warning against a nego­ 
tiated peace in Vietnam.lt was a 
dead ringer for the statement 
warning against a negotiated 
peace which 
Cardinal Spell­ 
man issued this Christmas. 
STEP NO. 3 Cardinal Spell- 
man enlisted the support 
of 
Joseph P. 
Kennedy, 
wealthy 
father of the late President and 
a 
heavy contributor to Spell­ 
man’s charities. The two had 
worked together 
in backing the 
late Sen. McCarthy. They a r­ 
ranged 
for the crack Harold 
Oram 
Public Relations Firm, 
at

fee of $3,000 a month, 
to build up Diem as the man who 
could save Vietnam. 
In cooperation with 
the 
Catholic relief agency, Spell,- 
man 
helped 
organize “ The 
American Friends

American aid for Vietnam.

chev as the most

mental in the unexpected defeat 
of Juan Bosch for President of

to be ousted as 
President in 
Indonesia 
the 
same crusade 
could be carried on to defeat 
Fidel Castro in his attempt to

as soon as the U.S. diplomatic 
corps would permit Castro to 
be ousted. 
Sukarno had 
connived

President Johnson has been in­ 
creasing U. S. troop strength 
ever since.

son. 
It is unlikely that Mr. Ford 
will be without 
Mr. Hall’s 
powerful support in future elec­ 
tions, especially since the man 
from Michigan pledged that the 
House Republicans would back

At about the same 
time,

Milton Shapp. Now there is lit­ 
tle doubt that the Hart charm, 
energy and ebullience will in­ 
crease his tribe.

was the appointment

USWA’s national 
secretary- 
treasurer, 
the 
intellectual 
Walter Burke,

Now if we hop

California and look at Ronald 
Reagan, we find that despite

One 
of his intimates tells me that: 
“ You probably are aware of 
some of the positions he took

Many tim es, 
his actions are adjudged wrong 
by the thinnest of margins 
in 
split decisions by the highest 
courts. 
He should not be subjected to 
public ridicule and 
penalized

salary, 
promotion, 
and 
personal 
career 
based 
on 
decisions 
reached 
by 
out­ 
side overseers to 
whom pro­ 
fessional law enforcement and 
public 
protection 
may be of 


secondary interest. 
Experience has 
shown

FREE MONEY: THE 
END OF 
FREEDOM 
At first shocked and incredu­ 
lous, 
the 
American 
people 
are being 
softened 
with ref­ 
erence to the proposal for 
a 
federally financed income for 
ev en American, regardless of 
his own efforts or productive 
powers. 
If this m easure 
is 
attempted we predict that it will 
be the end of our free society, 
and the lie ginning of 
a reign 
of tyranny wherein the federal 
government must assign jobs, 
and 
determine 
wages 
and 
prices. 
In the first place, the proposal 
violates the law of God that one 
must eat by the sweat of his own 
brow. 
If the 
state 
decrees 
otherwise, it is acting in re ­ 
bellion against the moral law. 
It would be a blasphemous at­ 
tempt 
of the state to supplant 
God, and to induce the people 
to pray to the state rather than 
to God. 


Aside from this philosophical 
aspect of the m atter, it would 
cause a sharp decline in pro­ 
duction, widespread hardship, 
and lower living 
standards. 
Finding that they could 
live 
respectably, even 
though 
on 
relatively low 
standards, 
an 
increasing number of 
people 
would be satisfied with 
that 
status, and would not put forth 
much effort to improve 
their 
lot. If one found he could draw 
$3,000 
a year from govern­ 
ment 
without 
any effort on 
his own part, would he be likely 
to accept a job requiring hard 
work and 
diligence 
that paid 
$4,000 a year? 
An 
in creas­ 
ing number, we believe, would 
prefer idleness with $3,000 a 
year rather than hard work with 
$4,000. 


As more and more 
people 
adopted this way 
of life, the 
burden of 
supporting 
them 
would fall heavier and heavier 
upon the thrifty hard working 
portion of the population. 
As 
taxes took away a 
larger and 
larger part of their earnings, 
and they them selves were re ­ 
duced toward the level of 
the 
guaranteed government income, 
many would cease to strive and 
join the ranks of loafers 
on 
government pay. 
When it be­ 
came im possible to 
finance 
the schem e, as it surely would, 
because of too many freeload­ 
e r s and too few w orkers, gov­ 
ernment would be obliged, in 
order to prevent starvation, to 
step in and 
force 
people to 
work. 
It would then have 
to 
assign jobs, fix rates of pay, 
and 
establish 
prices. That 
would have a slave state such 
a s exists in communist lands. 


This whole erro r a rise s from 
the concept that government has 
the right to d isp o ssess some 
in order to give to others. That 
is what the welfare state means. 
It is the essence of socialism 
and communism, 
and 
it 
is 
based on coveting and stealing. 
It violates 
the 
m oral 
law, 
and it cannot 
succeed. 
A 
system of that kind cannot long 
coexist 
with freedom. Either 
the scheme of “ something for 
nothing” will be abandoned, or 
freedom

could not support any agree­ 
ment 
“ of control or restric­ 
tions on the accurate reporting

thing which would im pair such 
reporting.” 
The report was drawn up by a 
12-man committee headed byD. 
Tennant Bryan, publisher of th 
Richmond 
(Va.) 
Tim es-Dis- 
patch & News Leader. 
“ The people’s right to know is 
one of our most fundamental 
rights, and neither the p ress 
nor the bar has the right to sit 
down and bargain it away,” the 
report said. 
“ The committee does recom ­ 
mend that the p re ss stand at 
any time ready to discuss these 
problem s with any appropriate 
individuals or groups. Indeed, 
such positive action can be a far 
greater force for the cause of 
justice and the general welfare 
of the people than the ngative 
force of restriction s on basin 
freedom s. 
“ But there can be no agree­ 
ment on the part of the Am eri­ 
can p ress to dilute its responsi­ 
bility or to circumvent the basic 
rights and provisions of the Con­ 
stitution. To agree to any of 
these things would be a mock­ 
ery of the guarantee made to 
the people of this republic by its 
Founding Fath ers. 
“ The freedom of the p ress is a 
fundamental right and it cannot 
be abridged. The p ress shares 
with the bench, bar, and law 
enforcement officials the re­ 
sponsibility for preservation of 
the Am erican liberties embo­ 
died in the 
F irst and Sixth 
Amendments.” 
The F irst Amendment to the 
Constitution guarantees a free 
p re ss. 
The Sixth Amendment 
assu re s a free trial. 
The study, 
spurred by the 
Warren Com m ission report on 
the assassin ation of President 
John F . Kennedy, was applaud­ 
ed by the A ssociated P ress 
Managing Editors A ssociation 
and Sigma Delta Chi, national 
journalistic society. 
The Warren Com m ission re- 


port 
charged 
the American 
p ress 
with “ irresponsibility 
and 
lack of selfdiscipline.” 
Since the study began, the 
question of fair trial reached a 
pinnacle last spring with the 
freeing of Samuel H. Sheppard 
because the UJ5.Supreme Court 
found that “ virulent publicity” 
surrounded his first murder 
trial. 
In throwing out the Cleveland 
osteopath’ s second-degree mur­ 
der conviction, the Supreme 
Court said it is up to judges “ to 
take such steps by rule and reg­ 
ulation 
that 
will 
protect 
p rocesses 
from 
prejudicial 
outside interferences.” 
Immunization of juries from 
prejudicial 
news 
accounts 
speeded up last October when 
an American Bar Association 
study group recommended that 
in 
pending 
crim inal 
cases 
police, prosecutors and defense 
attorneys be barred from mak- 
ing public “ potentially prejudi- 
cial information.” 
Since then, judges and police 
officers have been issuing new 
rules telling the p ress what 
crim e information news media 
will be permitted to have and 
what procedures must be fol- 
lowed 
in 
news 
reports 
of 
arre sts and trials. 
The ANPA study called the 
Warren 
Com m ission 
charge 
‘‘unwarranted.” 
“ In that c risis on Nov. 22, 
1963,” the study said, “ the 
American p ress 
was 
called 
upon to carry out its responsi­ 
bility to the people - to tell 
them not only what had 
hap­ 
pened, but how the country met 
the c risis. It was these facts 
provided by the American p ress 
that steadied a reeling nation 
and 
shocked 
and 
startled 
world. 
The 
American p ress 
should have been commended 
rather 
than censured for its 
perform ance.” 
Taking up the Sheppard case, 
the report said: 
“ It should be pointed out, 
however, that here the court 
was dealing with* the unusual 
and not typical case, and that 
there is no mandate in the Shep­ 
pard case forjudges acro ss the 
land.” 


The report drew 10 conclu­ 
sions. They were: 
1. There is no real conflict 
between the F irst Amendment 
guaranteeing a free p ress and 
the 
Sixth 
Amendment which 
guarantees a speedy and public 
trial by an im partial jury. 
2. The presumption of some 
m em bers of the bar that pretri­ 
al news is intrinsically prejudi­ 
cial is based on conjecture and 
not on fact. 
3. To fulfill its function, a free 
p ress requires not only free­ 
dom to print without prior re­ 
straint but also free and 
unin­ 
hibited 
acce ss to information 
that should be public. 
4. There are grave inherent 
dangers to the public in the re- 
striction or censorship at the 
source of news, among them, 
secret a rre st and ultimately 
secret trial. 
5. The p re ss is a positive in­ 
fluence in assuring fair tn a lf> 
6. The p re ss has a responsi­ 
bility to allay public fears and 
dispel rum ors by the disclosure 
of fact. 
7. No rare and isolated case 
should rank a s cause for cen­ 
sorship and violation ofconsti- 
tutional guarantees. 
8. Rules of court and other 
orders which restrict the re ­ 
lease of information by law en­ 
forcement officers are an un­ 
warranted judicial invasion of 
the executive branch of govern­ 
ment. 


9. There can be no codes or 
covenants which com promise 
the principles of the Constitu­ 
tion. 


10. The people’ s right to a free 
p re ss, which inherently embo­ 
dies the right of the people to 
know, is one of our most funda­ 
mental rights and neither the 
p re ss nor the bar has the right 
to sit down and bargain it away.

turned to the uterus. A small 
number of babies — and all the 
mothers -- survived the extra­ 
ordinary treatment. 
As 
the 
technique 
Improves, 
so will 
the number of survivors, the 
scientists believe. 
. 
Anti-Rh-Disease 
vaccine. 
A vaccine to prevent 
the de­ 
velopment of the 
dreaded Rh 
blood disease in children has 
been developed and 
tested 
successfully on several 
hun­ 
dred women. 
When a woman 
gives birth 
some of 
the In­ 
fant’s red blood cells 
may 
enter the 
mother’s 
circula­ 
tion. 
If she is 
Rh-negative 
and the baby Rh-positive, her 
body 
produces 
antibodies 
against the baby’s cells. Dur­ 
ing a subsequent 
pregnancy, 
these antibodies may 
attack 
the blood of the unborn fetus 
causing the disease. 
The new 
vaccine, 
given within 
48 
hours of the birth of the first 
child, prevents 
the develop­ 
ment of the antibodies. Thus, 
Rh-disease is prevented. While 
still being 
tested 
physicians 
predict its general use within 
a few years. 
Rubella immunity 
test, 
vaccine by 1970’s. Rubella, or 
German m easles, is generally 
a mild disease. However, when 
it strikes a woman in the early 
month of pregnancy, 
It 
may 
cause Irreparable 
damage to 
the unborn baby. 
A new, ap­ 
parently safe, three-hour test 
to detect rubella immunity has 
been developed recently, as has 
a vaccine to prevent the dis­ 
ease.

must be done im m ediately, the 
doctor called the local pharm a­ 
cist, who got out of bed and went 
to his store for a certain m edi­ 
cine. By m id-afternoon of the fol­ 
lowing day the youngster had 
passed the crisis. 
In upstate N ew York five peo­ 
ple were seriously injured in an 
automobile accident on the edge 
of a sm all town. Two local doc­ 
tors w ere called to give em er­ 
gency treatm ent at the scene. 
Within half an hour a police car 
rushed to the local pharm acy and 
obtained 
urgently-needed 
an ti­ 
biotics.

attorney, “but the constitution says nothing about flying kites 
in a city park. If it were permitted, the sky would quickly be­ 
come overcast with political kites to the great disturbance 
and annoyance of the public. A park, after all, is a place for 
peace and quiet.« 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you convict Feeney of 
violating the law? 
This is how the judge ruled: No! The judge held that parks 
have traditionally been a forum for its citizens to exchange 
political, social and economic ideas; that since there was no 
evidence that Feeney had interfered with the health, safety, 
morals and general welfare of the public, the law prohibiting 
the flying of political kites in parks was an unconstitutional 
Interference with his rights of free speech.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
The federal government keeps getting bigger 
but there is a limit beyond which prudent people 
do not wish to see it go. 
Those who protest about creeping socialism in 
the federal government don’t go all the way and 
suggest that the post office be converted to pri­ 
vate ownership. 
So even among conservatives there is a place 
for some socialism in government. 
The presence of Gov. Warren E. Hearnes, a 
commuter from Charleston, in our community 
last Thursday night recalled his recent criticism 
of the big centralized federal government and its 
dictatorial policies. 
Hearnes wants the states 
to keep 
a voice in their own affairs even if it 
runs afoul of President Lyndon B. Johnson’s 
Great Society. 
Some federal aid to schools, public libraries, 
and states may be desirable even though it is a 
poor and weak substitute for local self de­ 
termination and local tax support of such com­ 
munity enterprises. 
The degree to which concern is arising to the 
constantly enlarging role of the federal govern­ 
ment is manifest by a protest of its encroach­ 
ment in, of all places, the nation’s largest 
corporations. 
Look who is protesting! 
It is John Kenneth Galbraith, the Harvard 
economist who has never been identified with 
Barry Goldwater, John Birch or other torch 
bearers of conservative thought. 
Galbraith is concerned because some of the 
nation’s largest corporations are becoming so 
dependent on government orders and planning 
that they “will eventually become a part of the 
larger administrative complex within the state.” 
He w ;.*'ns that in time the line between the two 
“will disappear.” 
This blending of public planning and private 
enterprise and almost complete dependence on 
government orders makes meaningless 
any 
effort to distinguish the two. 
The beginnings of this trend may be found in 
the pressure that the late President John 
F. 
Kennedy and President Johnson have put 
on 
steel, aluminum and other industries to main­ 
tain an administrative approved price line. 
This has been accomplished by crude threats 
of government interference with the price struc­ 
ture and sugar-coated appeals to patriotism. 
It has worked. 
(£uch power could be damaging in the hands 
digram unscrupulous politician not concerned 
primarily with the public welfare. 
It’s a good question whether an aircraft firm 
doing 95 per cent of its business with the govern­ 
ment is in the public or private sector. 
As one of the television commericals puts it: 
What do you think? 
“The instinct,” Galbraith said, “ which warns 
of dangers in this association of economic and 
public power is in my view quite sound.” 
He believes and so do many others that the 
officers of a firm doing all its business with 
the United States government are not likely 
in public to speak critically or even candidly 
of the government agency on which they de­ 
pend than is the head of a Soviet combine of 
the ministry to which he reports. 
There are many forms of this same type of 
intimidation preventing free and open speech 
within labor unions and other organizations but 
that is not the basic purpose of this editorial 
warning. 
There has been no suggestion that the public 
schools or the public libraries, which are 
relatively recent communicants at the federal 
trough, have been coerced or brow beaten into 
adopting conforming policies of the federal 
bureaucracy. 
Concern about keeping the channels of national 
thought running openly and unhampered by any 
party line grows in direct proportion to the 
increase in federal aid, a spigot that is open 
and gushing freely. 
It will be a sorry day in this country when 
the American people, the industrialists, the 
library users, the authors, artists, students 
and the teachers spout only a party line - any 
party line. 
Radio and television already is controlled by 
the government. 
Fortunately newspapers and magazines are not 
although they are vulnerable in other respects 
to various forms of external pressure and 
intimidation. 
Unions shut down national newspapers for weeks 
and months at a time and force others into 
extinction. 
Those who don’t think federal power is exerted 
against publications have never dealt with the 
National Labor Relations Board or other ty- 
ranical bureaucratic federal units. 
The political ambitions of national leaders 
of the caliber of the Kennedy family and P resi­ 
dent Johnson are becoming better understood 
along with the extremes to which fthey are 
willing to go to preserve it and see it grow. 
It may be too much to hope that paving the 
power to influence the content of textbooks in 
the public schools, such knife wielding and 
ambitious men would refrain from exercising 
it by slanting meanings here and there if they 
could. 
What might happen if a close election was in 
prospect and such a sensitive leader on civil 
yightft as President Johnson was urged by Negro 


organizations to remove from public library 
shelves “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin” or some of Mark 
Twain’s works? 
He’d certainly be te m p te d if the federal govern­ 
ment role in public libraries was large enough 
to comply at least until after the election. 
The possibilities of such tinkering with literary 
efforts are enormous and have been well il­ 
lustrated in modern times by developments in 
the Soviet Union and Nazi Germany. 
The arts aren’t spared either. 
The cancer 
spreads throughout a nation’s culture. 
Examine the efforts of Mrs. John F. Kennedy 
to make history conform to the Kennedy legend 
instead of fact in the forthcoming book “ Death 
of a President.” 
Even national security can become a convenient 
excuse for action on many fronts other than 
the battle front because the country appears to 
be involved in continuous undeclared conflicts 
at all times when there is no hot war. 
These are dangerous times and growing more 
so w ith every passing day of increased power 
in the central government. 
It already is much later than many people think. 
Will free expression become just a memory? 
♦ * *

It may be as far as safe driving practices are 
concerned. 
The highway death toll over both the extended 
w'eekend Christmas and New Year holidays fell 
sharply below those for the year earlier periods 
and below estimates of safety experts. 
Tight money could be the reason why Americans 
bought less 
booze and took to the highways to 
celebrate the holidays. It also could be an ex­ 
planation why there was less traveling, fewer 
cars on the road and to spare themselves the 
expense of death, injury and property damage 
drivers decided to operate their cars more 
carefully. 
More cars on the highways does not necessarily 
increase the number of accidents in exact pro­ 
portion. 
The best drivers in the world are those who 
clog the Los Angeles freeways with vehicles. 
They have fewer accidents than drivers in many 
other sections of the country not because they 
are 
more compassionate or possess 
more 
driving skill. 
They are better for one reason 
only. 
They either want to get to work or they 
want to get home. 
They have discovered that if they achieve such 
simple goals they not only mast drive carefully 
but that they also mast drive defensively. 
Perhaps because credit is tighter and money 
isn’t quite so plentiful as it has been, more 
drivers throughout the country may have decided 
to drive defensively or better still to save both 
lives and money by not driving at all. 
They may be asking themselves that old World 
War II question: Is this trip really necessary? 
Whatever the reason it is good to see Ameri­ 
cans declaring a truce on the war on the high­ 
ways as well as in the conflict in Vietnam. 
It is unfortunate that both cessations of hostili­ 
ties cannot be expected to become permanent. 
The country will do fine with fewer restless 
and reckless drivers even if the only reason 
for their courtesy is that they lack the money 
to pay hospital and repair bills and at long last 
may be becoming aware of it. 
It may again become possible to take the family 
for a quiet ride in the country as grandfather 
did. 
That would be progress!

There tiave been differences 
between Spellman and 
the 
Vatican before, dating back to 
Pope John, also differences be­ 
tween 
Spellman 
and 
the 
hierarchy in the United States. 
In November the conference of 
Catholic Bishops 
refused to 
take Spellman’s all - out war 
stand, ami onl> last week, Rich­ 
ard Cardinal Cushing in Bos­ 
ton made it clear that he stood 
firmly 
with the Pope 
in his 
efforts for peace, not 
with 
Cardinal Spellman 
who called 
for “ total victory,” in 
a war 
in which he 
said American 
troops 
are fighting 
as “ sol­ 
diers of C hrist.” 
The basic 
difference 
be­ 
tween the Pope and 
Spellman 
gets down to the reasons why 
in some diplomatic 
and politi­ 
cal circles, the 
war in Viet­ 
nam is 
called 
“ Spellman’s 
war” not “ Christ’s w ar.” 
“ It will come as a surprise 
to the American people 
that 
our 
soldiers liave enlisted in 
the 
war 
as 
soldiers 
of 
Christ, said Sen. Wayne Morse, 
D-Ore. 
They have 
doubtless 
forgotten 
that it 
was Cardi- 
nal Spellman who arranged for 
a public 
relations 
firm 
to 
build 
up President 
Diem as 
the Catholic Puppet 
of South 
Vietnam, and that Diem’s broth­ 
e r, the Catholic Bishop of Sai­ 
gon, 
beat a well-worn 
path 
to Spellman’s door to “ promote 
the war.” 
With more 
American troops 
now in Southeast Asia than he 
had in Korea and with the Pope 
in complete disagreement with 
the Cardinal of New York, it’s 
important at this time to re­ 
view the chronological steps 
by which 
we got 
into the so- 
called “ Spellman war.” 
HOW WE GOT INTO WAR 
STEP NO. 1 took place m

April, 1954, as the French faced 
certain defeat. Vice President 
Nixon at the April meeting of the 
American Society of newspaper 
editors told them, off the rec­ 
ord, that Eisenhower planned to 
send troops to Indo • China. A

abandoned. 
STEP NO. 2 
occurred later 
that year as the French pre­ 
pared to withdraw 
and 
the 
Geneva conference was called 
to save France’s 
face. Ngo 
Dinh Diem, described 
as

sort of “ Catholic Manadarin,” 
had been 
at Maryknoil, the 
Catholic Seminary outside New 
Y'ork, and was sent by Cardinal 
Spellman to see Sen. John F. 
Kennedy in Washington. 
Sen. Kennedy then made 
a 
speech warning against a nego­ 
tiated peace in Vietnam. It was a 
dead ringer for the statement 
warning against a negotiated 
peace which 
Cardinal Spell­ 
man issued this Christm as. 
STEP NO. 3 Cardinal Spell­ 
man enlisted the support 
of 
Joseph P. 
Kennedy, 
wealthy 
father of the late President and 
a 
heavy contributor to Spell­ 
man’s charities. The two 
had 
worked together 
in backing the 
late Sen. McCarthy. They a r­ 
ranged 
for the 
crack Harold 
Oram 
Public Relations Firm , 
at 
a 
fee of $3,000 a month, 
to build up Diem as the man who 
could save Vietnam. 
In cooperation with 
the 
Catholic relief agency, 
Spell.- 
man 
helped 
organize “ The 
American Friends 
of Viet, 
nam” to promote 
Diem 
and 
American aid for Vietnam. 
FIRST MILITARY 
“ ADVISERS” 
STEP NO. 4 — By this time 
the Geneva Treaty liad cut Viet­ 
nam into the North and South, 
with elections to l>e held 
two 
years later — 1 95f> .. to decide 
whether they should unite. Car­ 
dinal 
Spellman, 
through his 
friend Vice President Nixon, 
wanted strong U. S. supiwrt 
for the 
South. Spellman 
had 
given 
his blessings 
to 
the 
Eisenhower 
« Nixon 
ticket

Hunt had declared that Sukarno 
was second only to

chev as the most 
dangerous 
man 
to 
world 
peace. Hunt 
denied spending large sums of 
money as charged by Sukarno,

campaign which, when directed 
to Latin America, was instru­ 
mental In the unexpected defeat 
of Juan Bosch for President of 
the Dominican Republic, June 
I, 1966. 
Hunt encouraged

defeat of Bosch if Sukarno were 
to be ousted as 
President in 
Indonesia 
the 
same crusade 
could be carried on to defeat 
Fidel Castro in his attempt to 
seize control of many nations 
in Latin America

as soon as the U.S. diplomatic 
corps would permit Castro to 
be ousted. 
Sukarno had 
connived 
with 
Communist 
China 
to 
over­ 
throw 
and 
seize 
Malaysia, 
founded by Great Britain. His 
attempt 
backfired, 
and stu­ 
dents of Indonesia killed hun­ 
dreds of thousands 
of Com­ 
munists while freedom-minded 
generals assumed power.

diplomats, Sec­ 
retary Thomas C. Mann 
and 
Admiral William Raborn, who

against Adlai Stevenson. Nixon

STEP NO. 6 • Eisenhower 
finally 
yielded to Nixon 
and 
sent m ilitary “advisers” to 
South Vietnam. A total 
of 
around 1,000 advisers 
was 
perm itted 
under the Geneva 
treaty. 


STEP NO. 7 - The 
astute 
Harold Oram had built 
up 
Diem 
as 
a Democrat. His 
speeches were liberally dosed 
with 
democratic cliches. He 
was regarded as the “ Father 
of 
South Vietnam.” 
When he became President 
it was necessary for the United 
States to use special secret po­ 
lice 
to keep him in power. As 
a Catholic in a country which 
is 80 per cent Buddhist, he was 
not 
popular 
in the 
first 
place, and his high - handed 
edicts 
enforced by graft-rid­ 
den 
subordinates made him 
less so. Eventually he was de­ 
throned and assassinated. 
STEP NO. 8 - President Ken­ 
nedy in the till of 1961 
suf­ 
fered setbacks at the 
Bay of 
Pigs and in his confrontation 
with Khrushchev 
at 
Vienna, 
which led to the building 
of 
the Berlin Wall. His advisers 
state that, in need of 
a 
foreign 
affairs victory, 
he 
increased 
American troops 
in South Vietnam 
from 2,000 
advisers 
to 33,000. 
That was how the war started. 
President Johnson lias been in­ 
creasing U. S. troop strength 
ever since.

Washington. D. C.: - Many a 
union chief would rather switch 
than fight for recognition and 
position in the old line Demo- 
cratic - 
labor 
alliance. All 
across 
the land the un-head- 
liners 
inside 
labor 
are 
swinging to the Grand 
Old 
Part>, and the Republican state 
leaders are making them wel­ 
come 
while pitching 
some 
political woo themselves 
as 
the New Y'ear hurtles in. 
For lots of labor men who, 
though powerful, never were 
able to get intothe mainstream, 
this will be the year of the Ele­ 
phant -* be the political pachy­ 
derm conservative or liberal. 
Typical of this unreported 
phenomenon is a 
recent c on- 
versation between Michigan Re­ 
publican House Minority Lead­ 
er Gerald Ford and the 
Bun- 
yanesque seafarer Paul Hall, 
who runs one of the most in­ 
fluential 
and 
sophisticated 
political machines in the land. 
Mr. Ford had heard of Mr. 
Hall’s 
upcoming 
Maritime 
Grades Dept. (AFL-CIO) 
sug­ 
gested he would not be adverse 
to dropping in on the Hotel 
Statler • Hilton and addressing 
the 250 delegates from the na­ 
tion’s waterfronts. 
Seafarer Hall replied it was 
an excellent idea and then the 
conversation 
drifted to Mr. 
Ford’s plans to get on to the 
airwaves with a reply to P res­ 
ident Johnson’s 
State of 
the 
Union speech. Rep. Ford did 
come, did 
speak 
and did 
share the platform for a good 
part of the day with 
such 
unlikely companions 
as 
the 
labor movement’s number one 
lobbyist. 
Andy 
Biemiller, 
and the “ dese 
and dose ora­ 
tor,” longshoreman Ted Glea­ 
son. 
It is unlikely that Mr. Ford 
will be without 
Mr. Hall’s 
powerful support in future elec­ 
tions, especially since the man 
from Michigan pledged that the 
House Republicans would back 
maritime labor’s demands 
in 
the 90th Congress. 
At about the same 
time, 
some labor men and the Re­ 
publicans 
of 
another pivotal 
state, 
Pennsylvania, 
were 
standing shoulder to shoulder, 
as the stanza runs in 
the 
labor songs. Conservative Ray­ 
mond Shafer (then governor- 
elect) 
let it be known 
that 
his 
new State Secretary of 
Labor and 
Industry would be 
a militant union leader, known 
to 
good 
friends 
as “ Hello 
Cousin” William Hart. He has 
been head of the United Steel­ 
workers D istrict 19 and cleared 
his appointment with the un­ 
ion’s national leader, I. W. 
“ Alie” Abel. 
Friend Hart had ram{»aigned 
for Gov. Shafer against 
the 
legions of labor leaders who 
had backed 
the pro • union 
Milton Shapp. Now there is lit­ 
tle doubt that the Hart charm, 
energy and ebullience will in- 
crease his tribe. 


Not 
inconsequential, 
also, 
was the appointment 
of the 
USWA’s national 
secretary- 
treasu rer, 
the 
intellectual 
Walter Burke, 
to the State 
Board of Education by the out­ 
going Gov. Scranton. 
True, Mr. Burke replaces 
another 
unionist. But it 
is 
significant 
that the National 
Steel Union official, a militant 
from Wisconsin, takes the place 
of a man who was from the more 
conservative 
construe t i o n 
trades. 


Now’ if we hop 
along 
to 
California 
and look at Ronald 
Reagan, we find that despite 
the good guys, liad guys, white 
hat, black gags, the 
new gov­ 
ernor 
is moving to close his 
credibility gap with labor. One 
of his intimates tells me that: 
“ Y’ou probably are aware of 
some of the positions he took 
duri ig the campaign on labor 
issues; opposition to right-to- 
work, opi>osition to rej>eal 
of 
section 14b of the Taft -Hart­ 
ley Act and a proposal calling 
for a secret ballot 
on all 
union policy matters 
includ­ 
ing strike votes.” 
But, I’m also told, “ he is 
currently studying 
proposed 
legislation 
regarding 
union 
m atters but specific 
details 
have yet to be formulated.” 
Further inquiry amongst Mr. 
Reagan’s advisers 
discloses 
that these new proposals won’t 
skyrocket labor’s 
blood pres­ 
sure 
as much as 
liad been 
expected. He will be guided, 
in part, by a most judicious 
labor chap with whom he col­ 
laborated for many years— 
Jack 
Dales, Screen Actors 
Guild (SAG, AFL-CIO) Execu­ 
tive Secretary. 
It is, of course, known that

dent of SAG. But not

tion, is linked with

powerful labor support of Sen. 
Case in New Jersey and Gov. 
Rockefeller in New York, it is 
obvious tliat a cold front is 
forming 
against 
the Demo­ 
crats on state levels. 
It is being encouraged 
by 
pragmatist Ray Bliss, GOP na­ 
tional chairman, who believes 
that all the GOP need do in

to win more heavily is to 
cut just a little more into the 
big 
city vote - much of which 
is the labor movement.

POOH CHARLIE SAYS! 
The federal government keeps getting bigger 
but there is a limit beyond which prudent people 
do not wish to see it go. 
Those who protest about creeping socialism in 
the federal government don’t go all the way and 
suggest that the post office be converted to pri­ 
vate ownership. 
So even among conservatives there is a place 
for some socialism in government. 
The presence of Gov. Warren E. Hearnes, a 
commuter from Charleston, in our community 
last Thursday night recalled his recent criticism 
of the big centralized federal government and its 
dictatorial policies. 
Hearnes wants the states 
to keep 
a voice in their own affairs even if it 
runs afoul of President Lyndon B. Johnson’s 
Great Society. 
Some federal aid to schools, public libraries, 
and states may be desirable even though it is a 
poor and weak substitute for local self de­ 
termination and local tax support of such com­ 
munity enterprises. 
The degree to which concern is arising to the 
constantly enlarging role of the federal govern­ 
ment is manifest by a protest of its encroach­ 
ment in, of all places, the nation’s largest 
corporations. 
Look who is protesting! 
It is John Kenneth Galbraith, the Harvard 
economist who has never been identified with 
Barry Coldwater, John Birch or other torch 
bearers of conservative thought. 
Galbraith is concerned because some of the 
nation’s largest corporations are becoming so 
dependent on government orders and planning 
that they “will eventually become a part of the 
larger administrative complex within the state.” 
He w m s that in time the line between the two 
“will disappear.” 
This blending of public planning and private 
enterprise and almost complete dependence on 
government orders makes meaningless 
any 
effort to distinguish the two. 
The beginnings of this trend may be found in 
the pressure that the late President John 
F. 
Kennedy and President Johnson have put 
on 
steel, aluminum and other industries to main­ 
tain an administrative approved price line. 
This has been accomplished by crude threats 
of government interference with the price struc­ 
ture and sugar-coated appeals to patriotism. 
It has worked. 
.Such power could be damaging in the hands 
of. an unscrupulous jbolitician not concerned 
primarily with the public welfare. 
It’s a good question whether an aircraft firm 
doing 95 per cent of its business with the govern­ 
ment is in the public or private sector. 
As one of the television commericals puts it: 
What do you think? 
“The instinct,” Galbraith said, “ which warns 
of dangers in this association of economic and 
public power is in my view quite sound.” 
He believes and so do many others that the 
officers of a firm doing all its business with 
the United States government are not likely 
in public to speak critically or even candidly 
of the government agency on which they de­ 
pend than is the head of a Soviet combine of 
the ministry to which he reports. 
There are many forms of this same type of 
intimidation preventing free and open speech 
within labor unions and other organizations but 
that is not the basic purpose of this editorial 
warning. 
There has been no suggestion that the public 
schools or the public libraries, which are 
relatively recent communicants at the federal 
trough, have been coerced or brow beaten into 
adopting conforming policies of the federal 
bureaucracy. 
Concern about keeping the channels of national 
thought running openly and unhampered by any 
party line grows in direct proportion to the 
increase in federal aid, a spigot that is open 
and gushing freely. 
It will be a sorry day in this country when 
the American people, the industrialists, the 
library users, the authors, artists, students 
and the teachers spout only a party line - any 
p;i rty line. 
Radio and television already is controlled by 
the government. 
Fortunately newspapers and magazines are not 
although they are vulnerable in other respects 
to various forms of external pressure and 
intimidation. 
Unions shut down national newspapers for weeks 
and months at a time and force others into 
extinction, 
Those who don’t think federal power is exerted 
against publications have never dealt with the 
National Labor Relations Board or other ty- 
ranical bureaucratic federal units, 
The political ambitions of national leaders 
of the caliber of the Kennedy family and Presi­ 
dent Johnson are becoming better understood 
along with the extremes to whicb fthey are 
willing to go to preserve it and se^ it grow. 
It may be too much to hope that paving 
power to influence the content of textbooks in 
the public schools, such knife wielding and 
ambitious men would refrain from exercising 
it by slanting meanings here and there if they 
could. 
What might happen if a close election was in 
prospect and such a sensitive leader on civil 
fight* as President Johnson was urged by Negro 


organizations to remove from public library 
shelves “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin” or some of Mark 
Twain’s works? 
He’d certainly be tempted if the f e d e r a l govern­ 
ment role in public libraries was large enough 
to comply at least until after the election. 
The possibilities of such tinkering with literary 
efforts are enormous and have been well il­ 
lustrated in modern times by developments in 
the Soviet Union and Nazi Germany. 
The arts aren’t spared either. 
The cancer 
spreads throughout a nation’s culture. 
Examine the efforts of Mrs. John F. Kennedy 
to make history conform to the Kennedy legend 
instead of fact in the forthcoming book “ Death 
of a President.” 
Even national security can become a convenient 
excuse for action on many fronts other than 
the battle front because the country appears to 
be involved in continuous undeclared conflicts 
at all times when there is no hot war. 
These are dangerous times and growing more 
so with every passing day of increased power 
in the central government. 
It already is much later than many people think. 
Will free expression become just a memory? 
* * *

Is tight money a blessing in disguise? 
It may be as far as safe driving practices are 
concerned. 
The highway death toll over both the extended 
weekend Christmas and New Year holidays fell 
sharply below those for the year earlier periods 
and below' estimates of safety experts. 
Tight money could be the reason why Americans 
bought less 
booze and took to the highways to 
celebrate the holidays. It also could be an ex­ 
planation why there was less traveling, fewer 
cars on the road and to spare themselves the 
expense of death, injury and property damage 
drivers decided to operate their cars more 
carefully. 
More cars on the highways does not necessarily 
increase the number of accidents in exact pro­ 
portion. 
The best drivers in the world are those who 
clog the Los Angeles freeways with vehicles. 
They have fewer accidents than drivers in many 
other sections of the country not because they 
are 
more compassionate or possess 
more 
driving skill. 
They are better for one reason 
only. 
They either want to get to work or they 
want to get home. 
They have discovered that if they achieve such 
simple goals they not only must drive carefully 
but that they also mast drive defensively. 
Perhaps because credit is tighter and money 
isn’t quite so plentiful as it has been, more 
drivers throughout the country may have decided 
to drive defensively or better still to save both 
lives and money by not driving at all. 
They may be asking themselves that old World 
War II question: Is this trip really necessary? 
Whatever the reason it is good to see Ameri­ 
cans declaring a truce on the war on the high­ 
ways as well as in the conflict in Vietnam. 
It is unfortunate that both cessations of hostili­ 
ties cannot be expected to become permanent. 
The country will do fine with fewer restless 
and reckless drivers even if the only reason 
for their courtesy is that they lack the money 
to pay hospital and repair bills and at long last 
may be becoming aware of it. 
It may again become possible to take the family 
for a quiet ride in the country as grandfather 
did. 
That would be progress!

stitutional authority. 
Admittedly, law enforcement 
has its shortcoming-', 
as do 
all professions. Contrary 
to 
some viewpoints, however, it 
is not responsible for 
all the 
grievances with which 
it 
is 
charged. 
Furthermore, 
wholesale har­ 
assment of law enforcement is 
not 
an 
antidote 
for 
all the 
troublesome 
issues 
facing 
communities 
throughout 
the 
country. 
A 
questionable 
move, cur­ 
rently 
being 
championed 
in 
some localities, is 
the e s­ 
tablishment 
of 
civilian re­ 
view boards to hear 
com­ 
plaints 
against law enforce­ 
ment officers. 
To a large 
degree, 
these 
panels 
would consist 
of ap­ 
pointed individuals 
who 
are 
generally 
experienced 
and 
uninformed 
in 
law enforce­ 
ment and police administration. 
When 
carefully 
considered, 
it is clear this 
drive 
for 
external 
boards 
is 
an ill- 
advised 
maneuver. 
It 
amounts 
to the 
usurpa­ 
tion of 
authority 
rightfully 
belonging to the 
police com­ 
mander. 
It is a practice 
which could 
damage 
effective 
law 
en­ 
forcement and reduce tlie or­ 
derly processes of community 
life to petty 
bickering, su s­ 
picion, and hatred. 
The police 
executive cannot 
become a mere pawn of bureau­ 
cratic 
committees. He must 
have 
full 
responsibility for 
the 
performance, 
disci­ 
pline, 
and 
control 
of his 
officers. 
Valid 
objections 
to 
ex­ 
ternal review boards are 
too 
numerous and extensive 
to 
be shunted aside. 
Such 
panels 
represent 
a 
backward 
step for

forcement toward ineptness and 
mediocrity. 
Moreover, one of the

weaknesses of these boards is 
their Inherent political

appointments will he made for

If there is one thing career 
police executives have learned

he can fully 
comprehend and capably

charge. 
Society demands of the officer 
total 
compliance 
with 
the 
mandates of the law;

ever, it lias yet to give him a 
clear-cut picture of what the 
law demand.-* and what it for­ 
bids. 
Even those learned 
in 
the 
law cannot 
agree 
with cer­ 
tainty what powers 
the police 
officer p o sse sse s. Many times, 
his actions are adjudged wrong 
by the thinnest of margins 
in 
split decisions by the highest 
courts. 
He should not be subjected to 
public ridicule and 
penalized

salary, 
promotion, 
and

side overseers to

Experience has

FREE MONEY: THE END OF 
FREEDOM 
At first shocked and incredu­ 
lous, 
the 
American 
people 
are being 
softened 
with ref­ 
erence to the proposal for 
a 
federally financed income for 
ever\ American, regardless of 
his own efforts or productive 
powers. 
If this measure 
is 
attempted we predict that it will 
be the end of our free society, 
and the beginning of 
a reign 
of tyranny wherein the federal 
government must assign jobs, 
and 
determine 
wages 
and 
prices. 
In the first place, the proposal 
violates the law of God that one 
must eat by the sweat of his own 
brow. 
If the 
state 
decrees 
otherwise, it is acting in re ­ 
bellion against the moral law. 
It would be a blasphemous at­ 
tempt 
of the state to supplant 
God, and to Induce the people 
to pray to the state rather than 
to God. 


Aside from this philosophical 
aspect of the matter, it would 
cause a sharp decline in pro­ 
duction, widespread hardship, 
and lower living 
standards. 
Finding that they could 
live 
respectably, even 
though 
on 
relatively low 
standards, 
an 
increasing number of 
people 
would lie satisfied with 
that 
status, and would not put forth 
much effort to improve 
their 
lot. If one found he could draw 
$3,000 
a year from govern­ 
ment 
without 
any effort on 
his own part, would he be likely 
to accept a job requiring hard 
work and 
diligence 
that paid 
$4,000 a year? 
An 
in creas­ 
ing number, we believe, would 
prefer idleness with $3,000 a 
year rather than hard work with 
$4,000. 


As more and more 
people 
adopted this way 
of life, the 
burden of 
supporting 
them 
would fall heavier and heavier 
upon the thrifty hard working 
portion of the population. 
As 
taxes took away a 
larger and 
larger part of their earnings, 
and they them selves were re ­ 
duced toward the level of 
the 
guaranteed government income, 
many would cease to strive and 
join the ranks of loafers 
on 
government pay. 
When it be­ 
came 
im possible to 
finance 
the scheme, as it surely would, 
because of too many freeload­ 
e rs and too few workers, gov­ 
ernment would be obliged, in 
order to prevent starvation, to 
step in and

would have a slave state such 
a s exists in communist lands. 


This whole erro r arises from 
the concept that government has 
the right to dispossess some 
in order to give to others. That 
is what the welfare state means. 
It is the essence of socialism 
and communism,

based on coveting and stealing. 
It violates

system of that kind cannot long

with freedom. Either 
the scheme of “ something for 
nothing*' will be abandoned, or

Pubishers" Report Finds 
No Grounds for Public Curbs 


NEW 
YORK 
(A P) — The 
American Newspaper Publish, 
e rs Association, in a report two 
years in the making, says it 
could not support any agree- 
merit 
“ of control or restric­ 
tions on the accurate reporting 
of criminal 
m atters or any­ 
thing which would impair such 
reporting." 
The report was drawn up by a 
12-man committee headed byD. 
Tennant Bryan, publisher of th 
Richmond 
(Va.) 
Times-Dis- 
patch A News Leader. 
“ The people’s right to know is 
one of our most fundamental 
rights, and neither the p ress 
nor the bar has the right to sit 
down and bargain it aw ay," the 
report said. 
“ The committee does recom ­ 
mend that the p ress stand at 
any time ready to discuss these 
problems with any appropriate 
individuals or groups. Indeed, 
such positive action can be a far 
greater force for the cause of 
justice and the general welfare 
of the people than the ngative 
force of restrictions on basin 
freedom s. 
“ But there can be no agree­ 
ment on the part of the Am eri­ 
can press to dilute its responsi­ 
bility or to circumvent the basic 
rights and provisions of the Con- 
stitution. To agree to any of 
these things would be a mock­ 
ery of the guarantee made to 
the people of this republic by its 
Founding Fathers. 
“ The freedom of the p ress is a 
fundamental right and it cannot 
be abridged. The p ress shares 
with the bench, bar, and law 
enforcement officials the re­ 
sponsibility for preservation of 
the American liberties embo­ 
died in the 
F irst and Sixth 
Am endm ents." 
The F irst Amendment to the 
Constitution guarantees a free 
p re ss. 
The Sixth Amendment 
a ssu re s a free trial. 
The study, 
spurred by the 
Warren Commission report on 
the assassination of President 
John F . Kennedy, was applaud- 
ed by the Associated P ress 
Managing Editors Association 
and Sigma Delta Chi, national 
journalistic society. 
The Warren Commission re­ 


port 
charged 
the American 
p ress 
with “ irresponsibility 
and 
lack of selfdiscipline." 
Since the study began, the 
question of fair trial reached a 
pinnacle last spring with the 
freeing of Samuel H. Sheppard 
because the UJ3.Supreme Court 
found that “ virulent publicity** 
surrounded his first murder 
trial. 
In throwing out the Cleveland 
osteopath's second-degree mur­ 
der conviction, the Supreme 
Court said it is up to judges “ to 
take such steps by rule and reg­ 
ulation 
that 
will 
protect 
processes 
from 
prejudicial 
outside in terferences." 
Immunization of juries from 
prejudicial 
news 
accounts 
speeded up last October when 
an American Bar Association 
study group recommended that 
in 
pending 
criminal 
cases 
police, prosecutors and defense 
attorneys be barred from mak­ 
ing public “ potentially prejudi- 
cial inform ation." 
Since then, judges and police 
officers have been issuing new 
rules telling the press what 
crim e information news media 
will be permitted to have and 
what procedures must be fol- 
lowed 
in 
news 
reports 
of 
arre sts and trials. 
The AN PA study called the 
Warren 
Commission 
charge 
“ unwarranted." 
“ In that c risis on Nov. 22, 
1963," the study said, “ the 
American p ress 
was 
called 
upon to carry out its responsi­ 
bility to the people - to tell 
them not only what had 
hap­ 
pened, but how the country met 
the c risis. It was these facts 
provided by the American p ress 
that steadied a reeling nation 
and 
shocked 
and 
startled 
world. 
The 
American p ress 
should have been commended 
rather 
than censured for its 
perform ance." 
Taking up the Sheppard case, 
the report said: 
“ It should be pointed out, 
however, that here the court 
was dealing with* the unusual 
and not typical case, and that 
there is no mandate in the Shep­ 
pard case for judges acro ss the 
land." 


The report drew 10 conclu­ 
sions. They were: 
1. There is no real conflict 
between the F irst Amendment 
guaranteeing a free press and 
the 
Sixth 
Amendment which 
guarantees a speedy and public 
trial by an im partial jury. 
2. The presumption of some 
members of the bar that pretri­ 
al news is intrinsically prejudi- 
cial is based on conjecture and 
not on fact. 
3. To fulfill its function, a free

At first shocked and Incredu­

and they themselves were re­ 
duced toward the level of the

When it be­ 
came impossible to

the scheme, as it surely would,

It would then have 
to

would have a slave state such 
as exists in communist lands. 


This whole error arises from 
the concept that government has 
the right to dispossess some 
in order to give to others. That 
is what the welfare state means. 
It is the essence of socialism 
and communism, 
and 
it 
is 
based on coveting and stealing, 
ft violates the

system of that kind cannot long

Pubishers" Report Finds 
No Grounds for Public Curbs 


NEW 
YORK (APj — The 
American Newspaper Publish­ 
ers Association, in a report two 
years in the making, says it 
could not support any agree­ 
ment 
"of control or restric­ 
tions on the accurate reporting 
of criminal matters or any­ 
thing which would impair such 
reporting." 
The report was drawn up by a 
12-man committee headed byD, 
Tennant Bryan, publisher of th 
Richmond 
(Va.) 
Times-Dis- 
patch A News Leader. 
"The People's right toknowis 
one of our most fundamental 
rights, and neither the press 
nor the bar has the right to sit 
down and bargain it away," the 
report said. 
"Hie committee does recom­ 
mend that the press stand at 
any time ready to discuss these 
problems with any appropriate 
individuals or groups. Indeed, 
such positive action can be a far 
greater force for the cause of 
justice and the general welfare 
of the people than the ngative 
force of restrictions on basin 
freedoms. 
"But there can be no agree­ 
ment on the part of the Ameri­ 
can press to dilute its responsi­ 
bility or to circumvent the basic 
rights and provisions of the Con­ 
stitution. To agree to any of 
these things would be a mock­ 
ery of the guarantee made to 
the people of this republic by its 
Founding Fathers. 
"Tile freedom of the press is a 
fundamental right and it cannot 
lie abridged. Tile press shares 
with the bench, bar, and law 
enforcement officials the re­ 
sponsibility for preservation of 
the American liberties embo­ 
died in the First and Sixth 
Amendments." 
The First Amendment to the 
Constitution guarantees a free 
press. The Sixth Amendment 
assures a free trial. 
The study, spurred by the 
Warren Commission report on 
the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy, was applaud­ 
ed by the Associated Press 
Managing Editors Association 
and Sigma Delta Chi, national 
journalistic society. 
The Warren Commission re­ 


port 
charged the American 
press 
with "irresponsibility 
and 
lack of selfdiscipline." 
Since the study began, the 
question of fair trial reached a 
pinnacle last spring with the 
freeing of Samuel H. Sheppard 
because the UJS.Supreme Court 
found that "virulent publicity'* 
surrounded his first murder 
trial. 
In throwing out the Cleveland 
osteopath's second-degree mur­ 
der conviction, the Supreme 
Court said it is up to judges "to 
take such steps by rule and reg­ 
ulation 
that 
will 
protect 
processes 
from 
prejudicial 
outside interferences.” 
Immunization of juries from 
prejudicial 
news 
accounts 
speeded up last October when 
an American Bar Association 
study group recommended that 
in 
pending 
criminal 
cases 
police, prosecutors and defense 
attorneys be barred from mak­ 
ing public "potentially prejudi­ 
cial information.” 
Since then, judges and police 
officers have been issuing new 
rules telling the press what 
crime information news media 
will be permitted to have and 
what procedures must be fol­ 
lowed 
in 
news 
reports of 
arrests and trials. 
The AN PA study called the 
Warren 
Commission charge 
“unwarranted." 
"In that crisis on Nov. 22, 
1963," the study said, "the

cal centers in this country and 
abroad several infants 
have 
been partially removed 
from 
the uterus, treated, 
then re ­ 
turned to the uterus. A small 
number of babies -- and all the 
mothers -- survived the extra­ 
ordinary treatment. 
As 
the 
technique 
improves, 
so will 
the number of survivors, the 
scientists believe. 
. 
Anti-Rh-Disease 
vaccine. 
A vaccine to prevent 
the de­ 
velopment of the 
dreaded Rh 
blood disease in children has 
been developed and 
tested 
successfully on several 
hun­ 
dred women. 
When a woman 
gives birth 
some of 
the in­ 
fant’s red blood cells 
may 
enter the 
mother’s 
circula­ 
tion. 
If she is 
Rh-negative 
and the baby Rh -positive, her 
body 
produces 
antibodies 
against the baby’s cells. Dur­ 
ing a subsequent 
pregnancy, 
these antibodies may 
attack 
the blood of the unborn fetus 
causing the disease. 
The new 
vaccine, 
given within 
48 
hours of the birth of the first 
child, prevents 
the develop­ 
ment of the antibodies. Thus, 
Rh-disease is prevented. While 
still being 
tested 
physicians 
predict its general use within 
a few years. 
Rubella immunity 
test, 
vaccine by 1970*s. Rubella, or 
German measles, is generally 
a mild disease However, when 
it strikes a woman in the early 
month of pregnancy, 
it 
may 
cause irreparable 
damage to 
the unborn baby. 
A new, ap­ 
parently safe, three-hour test 
to detect rubella immunity has 
been developed recently, as has 
a vaccine to prevent the dis­ 
ease. 
Both are expected to be 
ready for general use in the 
1970’s, about the time the next 
cyclic outbreak of the disease 
is expected. 
The 
last epi­ 
demic occurred in the 
U.S. in 
1963-1964, 
leaving a desolate 
trail 
of 
damaged children. 
Vaccine or not, 
a 
leading 
physician 
at the birth defects 
meetirig 
urged

munities undertake a massive 
family planning 
Campaign 
if 
a rubella 
outbreak 
occurs. 
With the highly effective 
bill 
and IUD, the 
phsycian noted, 
women can postpone their preg­ 
nancies until such time as the 
epidemic is stemmed--avoid­ 
ing a lifetime of tragedy.

1. Elimination of lock - step 
systems, 
grade levels, or dif­ 
ferentiation 
between 
pre­ 
school, 
elementary, 
junior, 
senior high, and college. 
2. Each person with his own 
path through the educational 
system. 
3. Education dealing with total 
environment. 
4. Diffusion of major centers 
of learning. (School building as 
we presently 
know them will 


be one such type.) 
5. Greatly changed roles for 
teachers and administrators. 
Mr. Young states that mass- 
education emerged In western 
Europe at a time when Medleva­ 
lla m 
flourished with a concept 
of closed authoritarian teaching 
and that major efforts are still 
along the 
same lines. Teach- 
ing 
Is 
largely telling 
and 
mastery is 
its regurgitation, 
in 
response to closed-end 
questions. 
Myths concerning one year's 
learning 
or 
that 
children 
must all be forced to learn, 
the same during one year span, 
that 
subjects should be taught 
separately, 
should be 
dis­ 
carded. The student ought to be 
able to move in and out of the 
educational programs 
as they 
need and want to. 
This might largely eliminate 
the 
drop - out problem, 
be­ 
cause a student not benefiting 
from his program would be 
helped to find another. 
Generally, in most schools, 
the teacher today has too many 
clerical type duties and these 
should 
be assumed 
by ma­ 
chines and clerks. Knowledge, 
Young said, 
Is 
multiplying 
at too great a rate for the 
present 
lecture 
type class­ 
room 
teacher 
to 
survive. 
Teachers rather should spend 
their 
time 
as 
managers of 
learning 
environment 
and in 
consulting with students.

Un­ 
fortunately, Ben Franklin had more success in flying kites 
than Feeney did. Instead of votes, he received a summons for 
violating a law that prohibited kite flying in city parks for politi­ 
cal purposes. 
“ The law's 
unconstitutional," 
protested Feeney in court. 
“ It interferes with my freedom of speech." 
“ Feeney can talk all he wants," retorted the prosecuting 
attorney, “ but the constitution says nothing about flying kites 
in a city park. If it were permitted, the sky would quickly be­ 
come overcast with political kites to the great disturbance 
and annoyance of the public. A park, after all, is a place for 
peace and quiet." 
IF YOU WERE THE JUD G E, would you convict Feeney of 
violating the law? 
This is how the judge ruled; No! The judge held that parks 
have traditionally been a forum for its citizens to exchange 
political, social and economic ideas; that since there was no 
evidence that Feeney had interfered with the health, safety, 
morals and general welfare of the public, the law prohibiting 
the flying of political kites in parks was an unconstitutional 
interference with his rights of free speech.

Us regurgitation,
